PARIS... June 9.—(A)—The recent

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ITALIAN REGRETS 


ON REGENT ACTS 
ENT TO VATICAN 


Are 
Charged With Violation 
of Terms of Concordat | 
and Lateran Treaty. 


BY JOHN EVANS. 

ROME, June 9.—(#/)—The Italian 
government made its formal reply to 
two notes of protest from Pope Pius 
XI today, expressing regret at vio- 
lence toward the pope and toward 
Catholics, but at the same time charg- 
ing the Vatican with violation of the 
Lateran treaty and the concordat. 

The regrets were said to be in such 
form that they scarcely can be called 
definite excuses. 

The gevernment failed to comply 
with the Vatican’s demand for a for- 
mal apology. ‘Lhe reply set forth that 
the police are searching for the cul- 
prits responsible for the violence and 
promised that they would be punished. 


The Vatican, it was expected, will 
ask a reply more to its liking, but 
both in government and Vatican cir- 
cles there was a feeling that things 
are on the mend. In any case, it 
was known definitely that diplomatic 
exchanges have fairly cleared the at- 
mosphere, and there is strong hope 
that a solution will soon be reached.

chi, Italian ambassador to the Holy 
See, It was presented immediately 
t> Pope Bius, but so far there has 
been no official expression regarding 
the Vatican’s reaction.

It seemed certain, however, that the 
pontiff felt some disappointment, for 
shortly after reading the note he told 
a group of Roman pilgrims to pray 
for their country because “‘what hap- 
pened does not entitle the country to 
God’s benediction.” 

The government's: note is in two 
parts, the first, dealing with the Vati- 
can’s charges of violence, expresses re- 
grets and explains the incidents were 
the result of “spontaneous outbursts” 
of youths who resented what Italy 
considered an encroachment on her 
own affairs. The note set forth the 
Italian version of the ‘‘facts,” putting 
the occurrences in what the govern- 
ment considered their true light. 

The second part of the note con- 
tained Italy's protests. It was as- 
serted that the Vatican violated the 
concordat and treaty by allowing 
some parts of the Catholic action or- 
ganization to take on a character and 
pursue purposes that were political. 
It set forth that this constituted an 
invasion of Italian internal affairs 
and declared the political practices 
complained of were against the fas- 
cist government. 

Speeches by the pope, which were 
referred to generally as ‘“manifesta- 
tions,” also were described ag viola- 
tions of the treaty in that they con- 
stituted interference in Italian af- 
fairs. The note characterized these 
speeches as prejudgment of Italian 
affairs by a foreign power. 

Worst Thought Over. 

Although the note did not give, the 
complete satisfaction for which the 
Vatican asked, it was said in diplo- 
inatic circles that its general nature 
was such that, coupled with the inm- 
proved state of negotiations between 
the two powers, the worst of the sit- 
uation appeared over. After some fur- 
ther exchanges, the diplomats, it was

Shanghai Leaders Appeal 
to Nation To Avoid 
Famine, Bloodshed. 


NANKING, June 9.—(#)—Business 
leaders of Shanghai appealed to the 
nation for peace today as dissension 


among rebel leaders of south China 
delayed civil war against the national- 


ist government. 

Some 200 leaders of Snanghai ap- | 
pealed to commercial interests of the 
nation to attempt peaceable settle- 
ment, averting repetition of bloodshed, 
industrial stagnation and famine 
which many rebellions have brought | 
upon China. 

The discord among rebel! leaders en- 
abled Nanking officials to dispatch 
additional troops against bandit ar- 
mies of the Yangtse Valley. The in- 
surgent government set up in Canton 
was said to be torn by factional strife 
and mercenary demands for armed 
support.

‘Sand F ly Revealed « as yg Cause 


Of Hay Fever, Doctors Are Told 


PHILADELPHIA, June 9.—{?)-— 
Hay fever ‘ca by a sand fly is 
one of the newest discovered ills at 
the American -Medical Association an- 
nual meeting. 

It is part of a demonstration -on 
exhibition today of scientific use of 
pollen to prevent. hay fever, a meth- 
od which uses “the hair of the dog 
to treat the bite.” 

A basic change in medical attitude 
was advocated tonight in the annual ; 
address of the incoming president of 
the association, E. Starr Judd, M. 
D., of the Mayo clinic, Rochester, 
Minn. He favored taking the public 
into the ;hysician’s confidence about 
new things in medicine. 

The hay fever sand fly was found 
about Buffalo by Dr. Salvador Par- 
lato, of that city. It is a brown in- 
sect, sinaller than a house fly, and 
quite slender. It causes hay fever 
by fanning little mossy looking scales 
from its wings to float in the air 
like the pollens which are the main 
offenders. It is a rare cause, and a 
novelty to maiy visiting physicians. 

The grasses causing hay fever at 
this time of year stand in vases for 
inspection. They are English plantin, 
winter grass, sweet vernal, June 
grass, Ireland grass and timothy hay. 
There is also a jar of yellow and 
white field daisies, ranked as a rare 
but sometimes real offender. 

Alongside the vases stand jars of 
amber-colored liquid which is extract- 
ed from the pollens and used to pre- 
vent the malady. The treatment is 
not. classed as cure, but as a preven- 
tive, notwithstanding . an occasional 
record of apparent permanent cure. 

When a hay fever victim calls at 


' one of these clinics in New York city 
| and says: 


“Last Monday I sneezed 
my head off,’ the scientists turn to 
slides upon whick were trapped the 
pollens prevalent in the air on that 
“Monday.” 

Treatment of Case. 


When these pollens are identified, 
a very weak extract of each one is 
injected hypodermically under the 
patient's +kin fintil one causes a 
swelling like an overgrown mosquito 
bite. That party indicates the guilty 
pollen. Next a drop of, the extract 
in the eye clinches the _ detective 
work, provided it causes redness. All 
the pollens are tried because some- 
times as many as half a dozen may 
be the irritants. Some persons are 
sensitive to only one, 


The treatment injects into the pa- 
tient’s skin th.- largest amount of the 
pollen extract which wil stop just 
short of producing hay fever. Once 
a month for the rest of the summer 
this dose is repeated, and. frequently 
saves further hay fever. Most per- 
gens require repetition of the treat- 
ment each summer. 

The exhibit lists three classes of 
offenders, tree pollens, grasses and 
ragweed. Protection against tree hay 
| fever is furnished by a composite ex- 
tract of all their pollens. The two 
worst offenders are timothy hay in 
spring and ragweed beginning in Au- 
gust and extending through the fall. 
They are rated as about equally bad. 

Chemie:l analysis has not fully 
identified the nature of the substance 
in pollen causing hay fever. It is 
obtaitied oy washing the “fat” off 
the pollen in ether and dissolving the 
remaining material in water.

Dixie Shopmen Ballot on’ ~ 


Proposal for Five-Day - 


Week. 


WASHINGTON, June 9.—(4)}—Co- 
operation of southern railroads with 
those of the east and west in a uni- 
fied effort to combat falling revenues 
—possibly by raising freight rates— 
was urged today by 23 traffic execu- 
tives of southern carriers. 

Simultaneously, another possible 
step to bolster railway income was 


unfolded when it became known that 
shopmen employed by the Southern 
Railway are casting a secret ballot on 
a proposal for a five-day week. 

: Carr, vice president.of the 
International Association of Machin- 
ists, announced that officials of that 
road proposed the move as necessary 
to reduce expenses without laying off 
additional workers. 

Labor officials said the ballots of 
about 8,000 shopmen throughout the 
Southern Railway system were re- 
turnable tomorrow to chairmen of the 
employes’ organization at Knoxville, 
Tenn., Somerset, Ky., Salisbury, 4X. 
C., and Chattanooga, Tenn. 

The action of the southern traffic 
executives was made known by J. EF, 
Tilford, chairman of the Southern 
Freight Association. He said they 
were unanimous in agreeing that 
“something must be done,” but that 
there was disagreement over whether 
carriers could increase tonnage with 
higher freight rate. : 

Tilford said R. N. Collyer, chair- 
man of the Trunk Line Association, 
had laid before the traffic men the 
general plan of the eastern carriers, 
involving an increase in freight rates 


|of approximately 15 per cent. 


Collyer was quoted as saying he be- 
lieved that when this general blanket 
increase was modified, the actual in- 
crease of freight rates would vary be- 
tween 10 and 13 per cent. 

This proposal and others will be 
aid before a meeting of eastern, west- 
ern and perhaps southern railroad 
presidents in New York next Thurs- 
day at which the entire field of rev- 
enues will be discussed. 

Tilford said he doubted that if a 


‘freight rate increase was agreed upon 


it could be put into effect, with the 
Interstate Commerce Commission’s ap- 
proval, before 1932. 

Action Needed. 

He exhibited figures he said showed 
the need of speedy action, placing the 
net railway operating income of south- 
ern roads in 1929 at $133,000,000 and 
at an estimated total of around $50,- 
| He estimated the 
rate of return on.investment at 1.44 
for the first quarter of 1931 as against 
4.04 for 1929. 

In discussing the five-day week pro- 
posal for Southern Railway shopmen, 
Carr said the balloting had begun 10

Major General Stephen OO. . Fuqua, 
chief of infantry, Tuesday warned 
graduates of the Fort Benning infan- 
try gchool that preparedness cannot 
be neglected. 

Speaking at the graduating exer- 
cises during which 84 members of the 
advanced class and 126 in the com- 
pany officers’ class received diplomas, 
the infantry chief said there is no 
reason to think the profession of arms 
will not have a future as glorious as 
its past. 

Although expressing the hope ef- 
forts toward world peace: and arbitra- 
tion agreements may be successful, 
General Fuqua cited five factors he 
said made the preparedness warning 
particularly true. 

The first factor, he said, is the 
guarantee by citizens of the United 
States of “life, liberty and the pur- 
suit of happiness,” which can be in- 
sured only by the maintenance of a 
sufficient armed force. 

Recent attainment by the United 


States of world leadership in wealth | 


and commerce, with consequent jeal- 
ousy on the part of other nations, was 
given as the second reason. The third 
was the social and political unrest 
throughout the world which he said 
was even more marked than that 
which obtained at the time of the 


World War. 


The fourth factor General Fuqua 


» | gave was the peculiar position oceu- | 


pied by the United States as guardian 
of the American hemisphere—a_ posi- 
tion of guardianship’ whose responsi- 
bilities recently have been increased 
by polar explorations and discoveries. 

The last reason advanced by the 
infantry chief was national psychol- 
ogy, which, he said, will never permit 
the United States to remain entirely

If Germany wishes to interrupt and 
postpone her annual payments of rep- 
arations to the allies, she has that 
right under the terms of the repara- 
tions contract ‘prepared — by Owen 
Young and others. The stipulation in 
the Young plan was inserted to take 
care of just such a condition as has 
now arisen. Indeed, the economic dis- 
tress under which Germany is now 
suffering is greater than, any that was 
visualized when the Young plan gave 
Germany this privilege. 6

1930 LABOR DISPUTES 
SHOW SHARP DECREASE 


WASHINGTON, June 9.—(/)— 
The labor department announced to- 
day that with the exception of one 
year there were fewer labor disputes 
‘in 1930 than at any time in 15 years. 
The monthly labor review published 
.by the department will say in its forth- 
'coming issue that there were 653 la- | 
bor disputes reported in 1930 as com- | 
pared with 903 in 1929 and 629 in| 
1928. 
The number of strikes and labor dis- | 
‘putes reported rose from 3,789 in| 
(1916 to 4,450 in 1917, then dropped | 
;to 3,450 in 1918 and in 1919 in-| 
creased to 3,630. From 1921 when | 
there were 2,385, the number has 
steadily diminished, 

Eighty per cent of the strikes re- 
ported last year occurred north of the 
Ohio and east of the Mississippi riv- 
ers and 55 per cent of these were in 
New York, Pennsylvania, New Jersey 
and Massachusetts. 

New York city showed a _ greater 
number of strikes than any other city. 
About 14 per cent of all labor trou- 
bles caming to the attention of the de- 
partment occurred there. Philade}. 
phia, the next in number, had 5 per | 
cent. There were 89 strikes report- | 
ed in New York city, 33 in Philadel-
